MICHIGAN.-Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the

week ended December 17, 1904, from 83 observers indicate that sinall-
pox, dysentery, puerperal fever, inflamumnation of brain, and clholera
infantum were more than usually prevalent. and enteric fever, pneu-
monia, scarlet fever, ervysipelas, remittent fever, and meningitis were
less than usually prevalent.

Meningitis was reported present at 1 place, whooping cough at 12,
measles at 29, pneumonia at 40, diphtheria at ,52, enteric fever at 52,
scarlet fever at 61, smiallpox at 70, phthisis pulmonalis at 230 places.
The Monthlv Bulletin of Vital Statistics says:
There were 2,415 deaths returned to the Department of State for the monlth of

November, corresponding to a death rate of 11.6 per 1,000 population. This is a
decrease from the preceding month, the rate of which was 12.
By ages there were 382 deaths of infants uifder 1 vear of age, 121 deaths of chil-

dren aged 1 to 4 vears, and 807 deaths of elderly persons over 65.
Important causes of deatlh were as follows: Tuberculosis of lungs, 166; other forms

of tuberculosis, 24; typhoid fever, 56; diphtheria and croup, 44; scarlet fever, 4;
measles, 1; whooping cough, 6; pneumonia, 157; diarrhtea, enteritis, under 2 years,
70; miieningitis, 25; influenza, 18; cancer, 128; accidents and violence, 186.

No contagious dis-
eases reported.

UTAH. -Report of contagious diseases to the State board of health
for the month of November, 1904, received from 117 health officers in
26 counties, 51 of whom reported their communities free from all con-

tagious and infectious diseases and 12 free from all but typhoid fever.
Scarlet fever present in 7 localities-18 cases, no deaths; smallpox,

6 localities, 74 cases, 2 deaths; diphtberia, 18 localities, 106 cases, 16
deaths; typhoid fever,a 33 localities, 165 cases, 18 deaths; whooping
cough,a 11 localities, 55 cases, 2 deaths; measles,a 3 localities, 50 cases,
no deaths; pneumonia,a 26 localities, 103 cases, 27 deaths; tuberculo-
sis,a 11 localities, 15 cases, 8 deaths; total, 586 cases, 73 deaths.

Incomplete returns of mortality fronm 12 counties, 35 localities with
an estinmated population of 121,750 reporting, show a total of 170
deaths from all causes, representing a death rate of 13.49 per thousand.
The large increase in the death rate from pneumonia and its wide

prevalence in the State is cause for grave concern.

The reports of diphtheria also show a death rate double that of last
month.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports Novemiber 30 as follows:
Report for the two weeks ended the 27th instant. The report for

last week was not received in time to forward by the last mail leaving
here, and therefore the report is made for the two weeks.
During this period the following vessels left this port for ports in

the United States: On the 18th instant the British steamship Tinto-
retto, with no change in the crew personnel, 3 first-class passengers and
5 steerage, and a cargo of coffee for New York. On the 19th instant
the British steamship Riplinghain, for New Orleans-not via Barba-
dos, as the captain iniformed me that he could not make the passage
from Barbados to New Orleans within the requisite ten davs after dis-
infection-with a cargo of coffee; no passengers and no ch;ange in the
crew personnel, and with no one ashore in this port except the captain.
On the 23d instant the British steamship Virgil, for New York, with
a cargo of coffee; no passengers and no change in the crew personnel
while in this port, and with no one ashore here except the captain.
No other vessels left this port for United States ports during the weeks
under consideration.

Plague in Argentina, axnd reported plague in Chile-Smnallpox in Bahia
Blanca.

Reports of date of the 18th instant state that there was on that dav
notification received of one fatal case of plague in the Province of
Tucuman. The same dispatch also states that the inhabitahts of Bahia
Blanca are much alarmed by the growing intensity of the outbreak of
smallpox. Another dispatch states that the antitubercular serum Lig-
nieres is producing very excellent results in Buenos Ayres.

* A dispatch of date of the 20th instant states that there had been one
new case of bubonic plague in Salta, and since last report there had
been no new cases in Tucuman.
A dispatch of date of the 20th inistant from La Plaz, Bolivia, states

that the population there are much alarmed at the continued notices
of the spread of plague in the Province of Salta, Argentina.
A dispatch of date of the 21st instant states that on that day there

was one new case of plague in Salta.
Dispatches of date of the 22d instant from Santiago, Chile, state that

at Frias, in the Province of Santiago, there had occurred cases of a
disease resembling bubonic plague, and that an extraordinary number
of rats were dving in that locality, and that the inhabitants were
urgently asking for expert aid and assistance. Dispatches of date of
the following day state that a large quiantity of antiplague serum had
been received, but also state that experts declared that the disease
there present was not bubonic plague, but some form of infectious
fever accompanied by suppuration.
A dispatch of date of the 25th instant from Catamarca, Argentina,

states that the population there had applied to the Government for aid
in preventing the importation of bubonic plague from neighboring
Provinces.
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Another dispatch of date of the 26th instant states that on the 26th
there were 6 new cases of bubonic plague in Salta.
The last dispatch received, date of the 28th instant, states that in

Santiago there had been 2 fatal cases of plague, and other cases of con-
siderable severity.

Plague in Baiha.

There has been but little information received from Bahia; one dis-
patch of date of the 17th instant, which stated that there had been no
report of new cases of plague for three days, and one of date of the
23d instant, which stated that on that date there had been 1 death from
plague and 1 new case.

Xortality in Pernambuco, mnwth of October, 1904.

The mortality report for the month of October of Pernambuco
has just been received. In all there were, with a population of about
200,000 persons, 615 deaths. Of this number yellow fever caused 1;
smallpox, 93; enteric fever, 5; bubonic plague, 1, tuberculosis, 90;
malarial fevers, 50; leprosy, 2; syphilis, 6; cancer, 8: grippe, 4; dys-
entery, 20; septictemia, 4; and beriberi, 17. For the first two weeks
of the month the rate per 1,000 of population, was 38.1, and for the
last two weeks, 37.6; very high rates in both cases.

Jfortality in Sao Paulo, State of Sao Paulto.

During the week ended the 13th instant there were in all 114 deaths
as follows: Variola, 1; measles, 3; whooping cough, 1; enteriefever, 1;
tuberculosis, 5; septicaemia, 1; cancer, 2; other general diseases, 1;
diseases of the nervous system, 11; of the respiratory system, 20; of
the circulatory system, 5; of the digestive system, 39; of the urinary
system, 3; from congenital debility, 5; from senile debility, 2; from
violent death, 1; born dead, 7; and from unknown causes, 2. Of the
total number, 94 were natives and 20 foreigners. Population, 286,000.
A dispatch of date of the 23d instant states that the slight outbreak of
variola in Sao Paulo is about extinct.

Mortality in Rio de Janeiro, week ended Novemlber 20, 1904.

During the week under consideration there were in all 366 deaths.
Of this number 1 was caused by yellow fever, with 2 new cases. The
deatb was in the district of the city called Santo Antonio, and was of a
female resident. Plague caused 9 deaths, with 28 new cases, leaving
at the end of the week 90 cases in the plague hospital. Only 3 of the
deaths from plague occurred in the hospital, the remainder (6) occur-
ring in different sections of the city. Variola caused 46 deaths, with
109 new cases, leaving at the close of the week 217 cases in Siio
Sebastiao Hospital. There were no deaths from scarlet fever, diph-
theria, dysentery, or leprosy. Measles caused 3 deaths; whooping
cough, 3; grippe, 5; enteric fever, 1; beriberi, 2; malarial fevers, 14,
and tuberculosis, 48. Of the total number of deaths, 290 were among
natives, 71 among foreigners, and 5 whose nationality was untknown.
By localities the deaths occurred as follows: In private houses, 228;

in civil hospitals, 54; in military hospitals, 13; Santa Casa de Miseri-
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cordia, 60; in asylums, convents, etc., none; in ships in port, none,
and in unknown localities, 11.
The daily average of deaths was 52.28, compared with 46.14 for the

previous week and with 52.71 for the corresponding week of 1903.
This number gives a coefficient per 1,000 of the estimated population
(850,000) of 22.51.
The highest range of the thermometer was on the 14th instant, 27.10

C., and the lowest on the 17th instant, 17.40 C. The average was
21.640 C. The total rainfall for the week was 11.15, with a daily fall
of 1.59 mm.
During the week ended the 27th instant there were in all 403 deaths.

Of this number 1 was due to yellow fever, of which disease there was
also 1 new case. The death was in the person of a male Portuguese
and in the San Jose district of the city. Plague caused 12 deaths, of
which number 7 were in the isolation hospital and the remainder in the
city. There were also 41 new cases of this disease, leaving at the end
of the week 96 cases in the hospital at Jurajuba. Variola caused 67
deaths, with 124 new cases, leaving at the end of the week 189 cases in
the hospital. No deaths occurred from scarlet fever. Measles caused
1 death, whooping cough, 1; diphtheria, 1; grippe, 8; enteric fever, 2;
dysentery, 2; leprosy, 2; beriberi, 5; malarial fevers, 8, and tuber-
culosis, 65.
Of the total number 332 were natives, 69 were foreigners, and 2

were of unknown nationality. By localities the deaths occurred as
follows: In domiciles, 254; iin civil hospitals, 73; in military hospitals,
11; in Santa Casa de Misericordia, 64; in asylums, convents, etc.,
none; in ships in port, none, and 1 in a locality unknown.
By ages, as follows: Less than 1 year of age, 69; more than 1 and

up to 5 years, 53; 5 to 10, 20; 10 to 20, 29; 20 to 30, 78; 30 to 40, 43;
40 to 50, 38; 50 to 60, 25; more than 60 years of age, 45, and 3 whose
age was unknown.
The daily average of deaths was 57.57, in comparison with 52.28 for

the preceding week, and with 46.85 for the corresponding week of
last year. This number gives a coefficient per 1,000 of the population
(estimated at 850,000) yearly of 24.78.
The highest range of the thermometer during the week was on the

23d instant, 31.8c C., and the lowest on the 22d instant, 19.50 C., with
a daily average of 24.450 C. The total rainfall for the week was 12.23,
with a daily average fall of 1.74 mm.

CEYLON.

Cholera on.8teanmhip Torridge at Colmnbo.
LTranslated from the Bulletin Quarantenaire, Alexandria, December 1, 1904.]

The British steamship Torridqe left Bassein October 27, and Colombo
November 11. Crew, 27. Arrived at Suez November 29; destina-
tion, Port Said, for orders. No physician or disinfecting stove on
board. The bill of health presented at Coloinbo bears the following
note:

Arrived November 3 with 3 cases of cholera, and on the 4th 3 other cases were
sent to hospital. The vessel was disinfected and the effects of the patients were
destroyed. No case of cholera occurred after November 4. Of the 4 deaths among
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the crew 1 occurred on board immediately on arrival, and the 3 others at the hospital
for contagious diseases outside of Colombo. The water tanks of the vessel were dis-
infected and emptied.

The medical visit made by the quarantine authoritv at Suez was
favorable. The vessel was admitted to free pratique after regular
disinfection.

CHINA.

Report frort Mlatanzas-Inspection of vessets8-Proviwion made for
sanitary service i?n Cuiban inland towns and seaports.

Acting Assistant Surgeoni Nufiez reports December 19, as follows:
During the week ended December 17, 1904, bills of health wei-e issued

to 4 vessels bound for United States ports, all in good sanitary condition.
A bill appropriating the sum of $320, 000 for the cleaning and sani-

tation of the chief ports outside of Habana and the priincipal inland
cities of Cuba has just been passed byr the Cuban senate. It is said
that this service will be conducted and controlled in the future by the
State, independent of the municipalities; therefore, a new system will
probably be organized with better prospects of success, inasmuch as
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sufficient fuinds will always be available, not only for ordinary purposes,
but also for any emergencies that may arise.
The health of the city has been good during the past week; nio con-

tagious diseases have been officia ly reported, although the sanitary
condition remains the same.
Mortuary statistics will be submitted with my next report.

ECUADOR.

Reports from Guayaqail- Yellow fever- Mortality for November,
1904-Inwpection of vessels.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Gruver reports, December 2 and 9, as
follows:
Week ended November 30, 1904. Present officially estimated pop-

ulation, 60,000. Mortalitv from all causes, 48, as follows: Yellow
fever, 1; pernicious fever, 5; fever (without classification), 5; grippe,
3; enteric diseases, 11; tuberculosis, 7; from all other causes, 16.
During the month ended November 30, 1904, there were 189 deaths,

of which 3 were from yellow fever and 24 from tuberculosis. For the
same period last year there were 212 deaths, of which 1 was from yel-
low fever and 30 were from tuberculosis.
During the week ended November 30, there were 3 vessels fumi-

gated, 17 passengers and 33 pieces of baggage inspected; 3 immune
certificates and 5 bills of health issued, as follows: November 28,
steamship Chile, froin Chilean and Peruvian ports, cleared for Ancon,
Canal Zone, with 8 cabin and 4 steerage passengers from Guayaquil.
Three cabin and 1 steerage passengers for Guayaquil were put in
quarantine. November 30, steamship Anubi8, from Hamburg via
Soutb American ports, cleared for San Francisco; brought 1 passen-
ger; quarantined; no passengers from here. Same date, steamship
Neko, from Hamburg via South American ports cleared for San Fran-
cisco; no passengers; took 5 steerage passengers. These 3 vessels
were fumigated. On the same date the steamship Ecuador cleared for
Panama and Ancon, Canal Zone, taking a bill of health for each place;
crew, 58; passengers, 19; all told, 77.

Yellow-fever cases brought fromb vicinity of Puerto Bolivar, port of
call for vessels bound to Panamna- Yellow-fever case on steanskp
Limari, at Puna, from Panama-Improvement in quarantine nmet/-
ods- Srzalpox at Santa Elena, coast town-Plague in Peru.

Week ended December 7, 1904. Mortality from all causes, 56, as
follows: Yellow fever, 2; paludic fever, 1; pernicious fever, 1; fever
(without classification), 4; smallpox, 3; grippe, 3; enteric diseases, 7;
tuberculosis, 9; from all other causes, 26.
On December 4 the steamship ]itwapel cleared for Ancon, Canal

Zone, with 6 cabin and 13 steerage passengers from this port. Thir-
teen cabin and 1 steerage passengers from ports south were placed
in quarantine to complete the required time from ports of last expo-
sure. This vessel was fumigated with sulphur. Nineteen passengers
and 78 pieces of baggage were inspected; 1 inmiune certificate and 1
bill of health were issued.
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Besides the 2 deaths reported above from yellow fever, there are
several cases now in the lazaretto. Two were brought from Machala,
a small town fifteen minutes distant by rail from Puerto Bolivar, its
seaport, where the coasting vessels which ply between here and
Panama stop. No case of ydelow fever is known to have originated in
this city during the past two months.
On December 4 the steamship Limari arrived at Puna with a case of

suspicious fever on board. This vessel came from Panama and was en
route to Valparaiso. The next day, fourth day from Panama, she was
allowed to come up the river to Guayaquil. I saw the case with the
port physician, who diagnosed it yellow fever. The man, a Syrian
deck passenger, gave a history of. having been in Colon for two days and
having become ill on the day of departure from Panama. I could not
obtain previous history, as the man spoke neither English nor Spanish.
The synmptoms presented and the meager historfy given were neverthe-
less of such a character as to leave no doubt of the accuracy of the
diagnosis made. The man was placed on a lighter and quarantined
some distance out of Puna. The quarters occupied were fumigated
and the vessel was received in free pratique. This is a distinct improve-
ment over methods which obtained here previously,when a vessel which
arrived with a case of yellow fever on board was quarantined and held
incommunicado for a period of ten davs. The change has been gen-
erally commented on aiid has created a favorable impression anmong
the shipping and traveling public.
The deaths from smallpox reported this week all originated here or in

this immediate vicinity, and were among very young children, 1 year of
age and under. There is little doubt that the infection was brought orig-
inally from Santa Elena, a small coast town about eighteen hours dis-
tant by water from here; also in the itinerarv of the coasting steamers
plying between here and the Isthmus. I mentioned this place as the
probable source of infection of the case of smallpox reported two
weeks ago. Since then the Santa Elena authorities have applied to
the superior board of health for assistance in combating the spread of
this disease, whicb they reported as gaining headway. From close
inquiry I learn that smallpox prevails in coast towns between here and
the Isthmus, and thus becomes a menace to the health there. A gen-
eral vaccination has been ordered.
No case of grano d'oro has occurred since that reported November

25. The board of health, however, has adopted very stringent regu-
lations to control its spread should other cases occur.

Because of the cases of yellow fever which have been brought into
Guayaquil fronm the surrounding territory and the belief that this city
is thus kept infected, the superior board of health has requested the
supreme government to appropriate money for the erection and main-
tenance of a hospital at Yaguache and Bucay, two smiall stations 14
and 54 miles, respectively, from Guayaquil on the Guayaquil and
Quito Railroad, to which all cases of yellow fever which occur outside
the city would be removed instead of being brought into the city, as is
now done. I believe that this would be a valuable sanitary reform,
and one which would do much to rid Giuayaquil and the neighboring
territory from yellow-fever infection. Altogether the board of health,
composed of active and progressive men, evidences a latudable desire
to accomplish much needed sanitary reform along nmodern lines during
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its term of office. 1 may add that those in responsible authority
enforce the sanitarv regulations irrespective of person.
Guadalupe, a small inland town in northern Peru, near Pacasmayo,

is reported (by cable) infected with plague.

GERMANY.

Report from, Berlin-Plague and cholera in various countries.

Consul-General Mason reports, December 9, as follows:

Pla.,ue.

Egypt.--During the period from November 19 to 26 there were
registered in the Tukh district, Province of Kaliubieh, 2 fresh cases
of plague and 2 deaths.

Cholera.

Russia.-According to an official report dated Novenmber 28 cholera
has increased in the Caucasus considerably during the period from
November 16 to 22, cases having also been recorded recently in the
government district of Jelisavetpol and in the city of Tiflis. The
increase in the number of cases is apparently owing to the return of
workmen from Persia, as it is mainly among these persons that cholera
cases occur. The largest number of cases is reported from Erivan,
namely, 522 cases and 343 deaths.
Turkey.-According to Official Bulletin No. 46, of iNovember 28,

there have been registered 72 fresh cases of cholera and 43 deaths.

Mortality in Germany, mnmth qf September, 1904.

The mortality in Germany during the month of September, 1904,
shows, according to the bulletin just published by the imperial health
office at Berlin, a more favorable status than that of the month of
August, statistics being published relating to 315 towns and cities in
the Gernman Empire with at least 15,000 inhabitants, but the death
rate among infants in 34 districts was very high. Calculated on the
year and per thousand of the population, the number of deaths in 71
places amounted to less than 15 per mille, in 136 districts to between
15 and 20 per mille, in 76 cities to between 20.1 and 25 per mille, in 24
towns to between 25.1 and 30, in 5 places to between 30.1 and 35, and in
3 cities to more than 35 per thousand. The lowest rate of mortality
was that recorded in Ludwigsburg, in Wurttemberg, viz, 5.5; the
highest that of Schwientochlowitz (Upper Silesia), namely, 38.8 per
thousand. The suburban district of Berlin, with a death rate of 16.2,
includes Deutsch-Wilmersdorf, with 11.8; Steglitz, with 12; Schone-
berg, with 12.4; Pankow, 13.1; Charlottenburg, 13.8; Spandau, 14.5;
Reinickendorf, 16.3; Giross-Lichterfelde, 16.9; Rixdorf, 21.4, and
Boxhagen-Iummelsburg, 33.5 per thousand. The death rate among
infants amounted in Koepenick to 353; Reinickendorf, 385, and Weis-
sensee to 476; that is to say, more than a third of every thousand
children born.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES-ITALY.

The number of cases of infectious diseases reported in Italv for the
month of August, 1904, is as follows: Measles, 4,002; scarlatina, 829;
smallpox, 961; enteric fever, 8,740; diphtheria, 1,395; puerperal fever,
213; pulmonary tuberculosis, 725; malarial disease, 61,469; pellagra,
252; anthrax, 634, and glanders 3.
For the week ended December 1, 1904, the following reports were

officially registered:
Sinallpox.-This disease is still prevailing in the province of Lecce,

but the number of infected places and cases reported is lessening.
Cases are reported in the province of Palermo (Palermo, Terrasini,
Monreale), in Bivona (Girgenti), in the provinces of Potenza, Cosenza,
Genova, Perugia, Novara, at Mestre (Venezia), and at S. Teodoro
(Messina).
)leasles.-An epidemic prevails at S. Sepolcro (Arezzo).
Scarlatina.-There are 40 cases in Turin.
Enteriefever.-An epidemic prevails at Sassocorvaro (Pesaro), and

there are some cases in Rome and Milan.
Diphtheia.-A very bad epidemic is reported in Casola Valsenio

(Ravenna), and some cases in Rome, Milan, and Arcidosso (Grosseto).
PLAGUE-EGYPT.

The plague report for Egypt for the. week ended November 17, gives
1 fatal case, a native, who died at Kafr-el-Amar, November 12, mak-
ing a total number of 11 cases and 6 deaths since the outbreak, Sep-
tember 3, 1904. No cases were reported elsewhere.

EGYPT-QUARANTINE REGULATIONS.

Egypt being at the present time free from plague, outgoing quaran-
tine has been suppressed.

SUSPECTED PLAGUE ON THE BRITISH STEAMER SIDMOUTH.

The British steamship Sidmouth left Kurrachee, October 27, and Suez
and Port Said, respectively, November 10 and 11. Owing to damage
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at sea, she was obliged to call at Alexandria, November 17. She car-
ried a crew composed of 26 peisons and a cargo of wheat bound for
Hull. At the medical inspection in the harbor of Alexandria a sus-
piciou* case of plague was found in the person of a fireman, a native
Abyssinian, embarked at Port Said. The patient was landed at Gab-
bari lazaretto and all necessary action taken. On the bacteriological
investigation the illness did not prove to be plague and the ship was
therefore granted free pratique.

SWEDEN-QUARANTINE REGULATIONS.

Bv decree dated October 28, the Royal College of Commerce,
Sweden, declared the government of Samara, Russia, to be infected
with cholera.

PLAGUE-ADEN.

Bubonic plague has again taken hold at Aden, Arabia. From Octo-
ber 26 to November 25, there were 21 cases and 9 deaths officially
reported.

ITALY-QUARANTINE REGULATIONS.

By an order dated November 26, 1904, arrivals from Aden at Italian
ports are subjected to the ordinance of February 23, 1902, against
plague.

PLAGUE-PARAGUAY.

An official report, dated October 6, from the Belgian consulate at
Asuncion publisihed bv the Belgian Government states that, though the
existence of plague at Asuncion is denied, it is beyond question that
cases of that malady have been observed by many local physicians.
It appears, says the consular report, to be too true that the epidemic
has broken out anew, though in a benign form. Positive figures are
not given, but it is reckoned that about 20 cases occur each week with
a mortality of 50 per cent.

CHOLERA-RUSSIA.

An unofficial telegram from St. Petersburg, dated December 2,
states that from November 22 to 28 there were 914 cases of Asiatic
cholera, with 363 deaths, reported in Erivan, and that, at Tachken
November 27, 8 deaths among 18 cases of cholera were declared.

CONGRESS OF HYGIENE OF HABITATIONS-PARIS.

The International Congress of the Hygiene of Habitations was
inaugurated at Paris, November 3, in the amphitheater of the School
of Medicine, being the first reunion for the purpose of technical engi-
neers, hygienists, and representatives of the great cities. At the open-
ing meeting, the French minister of public instruction, M. Chaumie,
presided and, in his address to the congress, called attention to the
special importance of the regulation of dwelling places as a protection
against contagious diseases. Senator Strauss reviewed the means at
the disposal of engineers and architects based upon the medical knowl-
edge gained in the campaign against tuberculosis, a malady notably
perpetuated and diffused bv faulty construction of houses. He affirmed
that it is to-day inexcusable for a government or municipality to fail to
interest itself in the question of tuberculosis, a disease whose principal
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foci of contagioni are found in insalubrious homes. Representatives
of numerous cities, especially promiinent being the envoys of Berlin
and Prague, addressed the congress. A section of the congress devoted
its attention to floating habitations, namely, ships of every kind.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST MALARIA IN ITALY.

In view of the sanitary efforts that will be necessary to contend with
malaria in Panama, a special interest from an American standpoint
attaches to the campaign that is being vigorously pushed against this
disease in the Roman Campagna, a section once thickly peopled, the
site of prosperous cities but now, owing to malaria, a desert waste.
not more than one-tenti of which is under cultivation. The first
inroads of malaria in the once flourishing Campagna were attributed
to the neglect of the cultivation of land incidetnt to changed social con-
ditions brought about by the decline of the Roman Republic. In. the
past great efforts have been made, both by the papal and the Italian
governments, to induce cultivation of this vast area, but owing to
unfavorable economic conditions little has been heretofore accomlplished.
When malaria begins in May the section is practically deserted. The
shepherds with their flocks take refuge in the mountains. With the
discovery of the relation of mosquitoes to malaria a rational prophy-
laxis became possible. At present the railroad employees, whose occu-
pation renders it necessary for them to remain at their posts during
the unhealthy season, are protected by screened houses, mosquito masks,
and prophylactic administration of quinine. Statistics of this work
have heretofore been given in these reports.

In the month of October, 1904, in the seven zones of the Roman.
Campagna, where the Italian Red Cross Society is making its anti-
malarial campaign, prophylactic doses of quinine were given to 2,433
persons, in addition to those whose treatment was begun in previous
months. In the zones under observation there were reported, during
the month, 13 primary cases of malarial disease, 88 relapses, and 62
cases of nonmalarial disease. Thirty four patients were sent to Rome
for treatment in bospital.

cleared December 10 for New York, via Trinidad, to load pitch. On
her arrival at this port a seaman suffering from beriberi (wet form)
was removed to the general hospital. The vessel left Barbados with
11 crew, all well. Two men were shipped here, 1 of whom had been
in the hospital for filariasis, the only manifestation of the disease being
varicose groin glands, which were removed.

Measles and influenza are still prevailing in a mild form at this port
and in the surrounding country. The general health of the island is
good; no quarantinable diseases have been reported.
